SheriK Pitchess Hits A 
Stumbling Block of Facts 


For years there has been 
an obvious duplication of 
effort Involving overlapping 
duties of the Los Angeles 
Marshal and Sheriff’s offices. 
This has resulted in a use¬ 
less cost to the taxpayer. 

The Board of Supervisors’ 
Economy and Efficiency 
Committee Investigated both 
offices and determined that 
the Marshal’s Department 
was superior in structure, 
procedures, service of pro¬ 
cess, clerical functions, and 
performed more work per 
employee than did the Sher¬ 
iff. Surprisingly, the com¬ 
mittee then advised merging 
the larger, more efficient 
Marshal’s Department into 
the smaller, less efficient 
Sheriff’s Civil Division. 

The Economy and Effi¬ 
ciency Committee claims 
that merging the Marshal’s 
office into that of the Sher¬ 
iff will save 1.4 million dol¬ 
lars .per year, but the State 
Legislature must change the 
present law to effect this 
consolidation. Let us assume 
this to be true. What the 
Board of Supervisors has 
neglected to tell the public 
is that the Marshal’s office 
serves process at a 300% less 
cost to the taxpayer than 
does the Sheriff; that a 
Marshal’s office merger plan 
now in the hands of the 
Board of Supervisors would 
save the taxpayer over 
$190,000 more than the plan 
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compiled by the Economy 
and Efficiency Committee. 

Another pertinent factor 
which has not been publi¬ 
cized is the fact that in ad¬ 
dition to the costs being .paid 
for the two departments, 
there is revenue coming Into 
the County General Fund 
from both organizations. 
This year the Marshall will 
earn and return to the 
County $1,931,430., as com¬ 
pared to ^35,081. from the 
Sheriff’s office. 

Probably most significant 
is the fact that the Econ¬ 
omy and Efficiency Commit¬ 
tee estimates that there will 
be over ,nine hundred thou¬ 
sand process served in Los 
Angeles County during the 
fiscal year 1967-68. Based on 
actual present costs, the 
Marshal’s office can serve 
each of these proceas at a 
net cost of $2.15; the Sher¬ 
iff’s office at a net cost of 
$7.20 each. In other words, it 
would cost over 414 million 
dollars more for the Sheriff 
to perform this work. 

As a taxpayer, it is ob¬ 
viously more desirable to 
combine all civil functions 
into the more efficient Mar¬ 
shal’s office and reduce the 
County tax costs by this 
amount.

RESCUES

The suddeness and inten¬ 
sity of the season’s first 
storm necessitated the res¬ 
cue of approximately 700 
persons this past weekend 
from the mountainous re¬ 
gions of Los Angeles Coun¬ 
ty by members of the Sher¬ 
iff’s Department. 

Dry creekbeds were tunned 
into raging torrents, thus 
cutting off the normal ac¬ 
cess routes for weekend 
campers. 

Sheriff Pitchess, in com¬ 
menting upon the magni¬ 
tude of this operation stat¬ 
ed: “Scores of men from the 
Sheriff’s Department, to¬ 
gether with 73 members of 
our volunteer Search and 
Rescue teams from San 
Dimas, Montrose, Sylmar, 
Altadena and Antelope Val¬ 
ley utilized over 40 pieces of 
equipment in accomplishing 
these res cue operations. 
Buses, rescue trucks, carry- 
alls and radio cars were all 
utilized in the rescue and 
transportation of stranded 
individuals. Blankets were 
furnished and over 300 
meals were provided from 
our “field kitchen” to those 
who had been trapped. 
Many of those rescued were 
taken to our stations where 
they were lunited with fam¬ 
ily or friends.” 

The Sheriff continu e d, 
‘"The tragedy of the loss of 
the lives of two young Boy 
Scouts and inj:uries sus¬ 
tained by some is shocking. 
However, the thought of 
what could have occurred 
had not a coordinated rescue 
effort been made by highly 
train'od personnel of this De- 
{►artment, the loss of life 
and personal injury conse¬ 
quences could have been 
staggering.” 

In closing, Pitchess stated: 
“It is difficult to express the 
sincere gratitude felt by 
those rescued or by their 
families to men of the 
Sheriff’s Department, both 
regular and reserve; I offer 
them my heartiest ebngrat- 
ulatlons on a job well done!" 

EDITOR’S NOTE: Our own 
Sierra Madre Search and 
Rescue Team offered their 
services at the scene and 
were chased away, under

Political activity as a cover up for inflation, under the 
sugarcoated phrase, “Consumer Protection,” borders on the 
ridiculous. 

It has been charged, for example, that advertising 
increases the price of goods and hampers competition. But, 
no mention is made of the fact that without advertising 
many of today’s products would not be In every home or 
that volume sales as the result of advertising actually reduce 
prices to consumers in a free market. 

Retailers, distributors, consumers, manufacturers and 
public authorities will cooperate as in the past in formu¬ 
lating adequate codes and controls dealing with product 
truth and safety.

But, consumers 
after all are not Idiots. ’The vast majority of them are 
highly literate, discriminating shoppers taking pride in their 
ability to judge the value of their purchases. ’They do not 
need an overdose of legislation to help them identify tricky 
labeling or packaging. They prefer the variety and choice 
of a free market to the stereotyped conformity and scarcity 
that would be the end result of thorough going consumer 
protection. 

Any endeavor to blame producers and retailers lor 
rising prices caused by the extravagances and unprece¬ 
dented spending of government Is a shabby trick to play 
on consumers.
